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INTRODUCTION 


Persians  were  the  artists  of  the  Near  East  as  the  Chinese  were 
of  the  Far  East.  Persian  influence  in  the  arts,  particularly  in  deco- 
rative art,  extended  over  Central  Asia,  India,  Europe  and  Northern 
Africa,  and  in  our  times  over  the  New  World.  In  fact,  the  Persians 
were  the  oldest  masters  of  decorative  Art.  What  is  admired  in  Mo- 
hammedan Art  is  mainly  of  Persian  origin  or  through  Persian  inspira- 
tion. It  was  the  artistic  Persians  who  first  began  to  produce  new 
wonders  under  the  inspiration  of  Mohammedanism,  and  other  races 
imitated  them.  Persian  art,  besides  representing  the  best  Moham- 
medan art,  bears  the  older  marks  of  Zoroasterianism,  of  Mesopotamian 
civilization,  and  of  still  others  which  await  investigation;  it  is  these 
older  marks  which  take  the  serious  antiquary  or  the  archaeologist  far 
beyond  the  Seventh  Century.  So  the  Persian  antiquities,  besides 
having  a  very  great  aesthetic  and  technical  value  for  the  artist,  have 
also  archaeological  value  which  is  as  great  for  the  antiquary. 

This  select  and  comprehensive  Persian  collection  of  Mirza  Raffy, 
of  Persia,  which  is  from  his  great  collection  at  the  Herter  Looms, 
contains  many  exquisite  products  of  Persian  Art  of  great  interest  and 
importance.  Connoisseurs  and  collectors  will  be  specially  interested 
in  the  ancient  faiences  from  Rhages,  once  the  seat  of  Zoroasterianism, 
and  now  the  chief  site  of  excavation.  These  faiences  have  the  oldest 
and  most  conventional  or  symbolical  motifs.  There  are  also  remark- 
able faiences  with  naturalistic  motifs  in  relief  and  outlined  in  black 
and  under  vitreous  glaze  which  are  excavated  in  Sultanabad,  ancient 
Arak.  The  Thirteenth  Century  lustered  faiences  which  form  an  im- 
portant part  of  this  collection  are  wonderful  for  their  fine  brilliant 
luster  and  polished  ivory  glaze. 

The  collection  of  miniatures  from  the  Fifteenth  to  the  Eighteenth 
Century  is  a  very  good  representative  of  its  kind,  containing  Persian 
and  Indian  masterpieces  which  have  no  rivals  among  the  artistic  prod- 
ucts of  other  nations.
